OIL CREATES RECORD BUDGET 


Alberta is growing up, with record expenditures of 66 mil- 
lions for 1949-50 forecast in the budget presented by Premier 
recently. Increased expenditures of over 13 millions 
are possible this year chiefly because of one new big source of 
intome-—--oil. Like a big boy with some new-found money to 
spend, the goverment is making plans to spend it, not on un- 
aecessary luxuries, but for the better part wisely and to good 
advantage. Wherever the money goes to ease the financial bur- 
dens of a near-bankrupt.mynicipal council, we are for it. 


More money will be channelled into the extra.cost of moth- 
ers’ allowances. indigent relief, and old age pensions ($37.00 
per month to $40). Appropriations for social services such as 
these are laudable, but they raise a cautious warning for the 
future of “how much; and how far?” As the premier said, “The 
ever increasing demands on all governments for new and ex- 
tended social and public services . . ; are indicative of a current 
trend fraught with serious ultimate consequences.” While 
it is well to satisfy social needs wherever possible, it is an easy 
step to slip from justified public service expenditures into un- 
reasonable government 

We Albertans are in the fortunate position of being able to 
draw on a steady and reliable source of income from oil for 
years to come. Its benefits both now and in the future will be 
manifold. It ig, gratifying to see, in this year’s budget, increasing 
grants being apportioned for school purposes, and another small 
allotted sum’set aside for grants to municipal districts in-lieu ot 
taxes on certain government-owned buildings. There are other 

s in. the budget too numerous to be enumerated, but 

they all add up to advantages accrued generally through our 

natural oil resources. The budget itself was brought down at a 

“deficit of two -millions—and no one doubts this will be quickly

Forecasts Prosperity | 

“Barring earthquakes or a change 
of government,” said Trade Minister 
Howe last week, “we can promise the 
people of Canada a prosperous year in 
1949,” 

Thus optimistically, Mr. Howe laid 
before the Commons the trend in Can- 
ada’s economy. On a per capita .basis, 
he said, Canada has risen to the third 
greatest trading country—twice ag 
great as both the United States or Un-

increase in dollars of eight per cent 
over 1948, the record year so far.

BANG'S DISKASE: 

I have had nuinerous complaints and 
enquiries from farmers lately due to 
them losing calves from. what they sus- 
pect t» be Bang’s Discase of Contag- 
tous Abortion. 

I am quite eitabibiés’ myself as to 
the fact that a large percentage of the 
calves being lost is due to Bang’s Dis- 
ease, I also feel that some of it may be 
due to feed or injury un the fecd lot. 
Bang’s Disease has been very s.spic- 
ious, in the M.D, of Wainwright for a 
jong time, and up until the last few 
}ears nothing was done about it. The 
time has come how when something 


must be done about it. Some farmers 


have said to me, when asked if they 


would like to vaccinate ‘their calves 
against the Dread Disease, “Why 
should : vaccinate when I have never 


‘ort. any calves”, some ‘of these same 
farmers ave reporting to onr office 
this’epiing that they have lost a 
numbe: of calves arid would lke to 
know whatijcan be done about it. : 
Some 600 head of heifers Were vaccin 
ated last fall in this M.D., arid we feel 
that was a very good start. I do hope 
that a jot more could be vaccinated in 
the near future if a Veterinarian was 
aVailable. We are in the. unfortunate 
position that there is no Vet, stationed 
in the M.D. and to import one is some- 
times cifficult. Dr Alexander was very 
‘kina to come into the. district last fall 
and help us out, but he also has a large 
district to cover at Lloydminster.

SOIL CONSERVATION IS 
FUNDAMENTAL 

During the past month I have had 
the privelege of nearing a dozen or 
more candidates for council in large 
municipal ynits give their impressions 
on what they will werk for if elected 
to council. In every instance the points 
most stressed were low taxes and ‘bet- 
ter roads. 

These points were well taken. They 
are Important and have an apjeal to 
the electors, I could not help however, 
comparing thie talks with a statement 
made by the Reeve of a Municipal Dis 
trict when I was talking with him las, 
summer, Said he, “In the past when 
we were #lected tu ‘council we knew 
that good roads and low taxes were 
‘the only issues. That was alright in 
years gone by when roads were heed- 
ed so badly and soil conservation and 
weed control were not problems. When 
weeds began to give trouble and the 
fertility of our. soils began to decline 
‘another angle presented itself. What 
use are good roads if we have only 
weed seeds to haul over them? And 
who is going to pay the taxes requiréd 
to finance roads and other social ser- 
vices when the fertility of our soils 
have become exhausted?” 

Practically everyone in the large 
units (and the small) is either engag- 
ed In Agriculture or is dependant on 
‘Agricul'ure for his livelihood: Should 
not then the maintaining of a sound 
long-time programme. of soil conserva- 
tion which will permit a profitable use 
of our agricultural set up, be funda- 
mental, and be the first consideration 
in the minds of the voters and in’ the 
minds ‘of the elected councillors at this 
time? 

Weeds are taking a toll of mi'lions of 
the farmers’ dollars every year and 
soil erosion is slowly but steadil¥ eat- 
ing away the once rich soil of this pro- 
vince. The soil removed from our 
fields through water erosion each year 
is tremendous and the plant food so 
lost can never be recovered. Boil drift- 
ing was controlled in southern Alberta 
during the period 1933 to 1938 by a 
more or less slight change in the till- 
age programme. This change wag of

THROUGH FAO | 

Right now specialists representing 
this ana 65 other countries are prepar- 
ing foims and training’ cesus takers 
for the 1950 Census of World Agricul- 
ture. : 

_ This census, the most compreliensive 
of its kind ever undertaken, is being 
‘planned under the general leadership 
of the Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations,. communly 
known 6s FAO, Other agricutural sur- 
veys were taken in 1930 and 1940 un- 
der the guidance of the International 
Inatisyls of Agriculture’ which FAO 
has ‘adsorbed. These~ earlier surveys 
were velpful but ‘are now inadequate. 

The war brougat radical changes in 
the farming pattern in many parts of 
the globe, so the need ia more urgent 
than ever for the facts and figures on 
which farmers in the different coun- 
tries can base plans for orderly prd- 
duction and marketing. 

The world agricultural census has 
been boiled down to 65 questions, un- 
der’ six main categories. They do not 
include yield figures, because reliable 
records are not available. The census 
takers the world around will find out 
about farm size and tenure, about the 
amount of arable land, orchards, mea- 
dows, pastures, and woods. They will 
list the number of people living on 
farms, and ‘the area harvested in prin- 
cipal crops. They will note’ whether. o1 
not the farmer uses animal or mechan 
ical power. And they will list the num. 
ber of different kinds of stock. Thet: 
reports ure expected to prove.a big 
help in farm planning in the years jusi 
ahead,

It 
does this because a licensc an on!y be 
granted for a variety that’ has proved 
itself .aperior in tests made %t one or 
inore ®xperimental institutions. This 
is the reason why some new yarieties 
brought into Canada by grewers, and 
which they have tried Sut for one qr 
two years, have been refuted a license 
—it is simply becauss chey have not 
been tested out thorougily and proof 
obtained from these tests that they are 
better in some respects than the var- 
ieties now being grown. Before a new 
variety is introduced. from another 
country the farmer ‘wishing to bring 
in such a variety should enquire from 
the nearest experimenta) station as to 
whether or not they have‘any inform- 
ation,on this variety, and if tt would 
be likely to, give good results on iis 
farm. { 

The experimental institutions make 
every effort to obtain wed of ‘new 
varieties that are likely to be of use 
in Canada. These are widely tested 
and if chey show some promise, steps 
are taken to see that thé varietr is lic- 
ensed. .f 

it is important to vcemember too 
that growing conditions vary a great 
deal not only across Canada bvt with- 
‘n a particular province, Therefore, 
any new variety whether it is nroduc- 
ed at Lome or abroad, should be thor- 
oughly tested before it is recommend. 
ed to farmers. The farmer shonld en- 
quire as to whether or not euch tests 
nave been made before he takes up 
serious'y the business of producing a 
crop of this new variety,

generally believe, and that lack of raw materials, low density of population and 
high transportation costs are a handicap to Alberta betoming highly industrial- 
ized. On the other hand I. made the assertion that industries incidental to the 
gas industry would be attracted, such as chemical plants using propane and 
butane. The propane could be used as bottled gas in the rural districts. These 
constituents would be extracted from the gas to be carried through the pipe 
line and would be available to local industry. ; 


BEST ROUTE CHOSEN 


I should now like to deal more fully with the project of the Northwest Nat- 
ural Gas Company and the économic benefits which will acorue to the people 
of Alberta when the pipe line is built. The Company was organized by a group 

, who have had considerable experience in the natural gas industry th the past 
20 years. The Company first carefully examined two alternative routes. across 


British Columbia, but engineering studies definitely established shat a pipe 
‘line direct to Vancouver across British Columbia, could only be built at a pro- 
, hibitive cost, with the probability that it could not be maintained in repair in 

the winter months. Accordingly a route was chosen through the Crowsnest 

Pass to Kingsgate, then to Spokane, Seattle, and Vancouver, Approximately 

1000 miles, including gathering lines, will be laid in Canada and about 700 miles 

in the United States. , 


MONEY FOR ALBERTA 


The estimated cost of constructing the pipe line is 100 million dollars’ of 
which 40 million dollars will be the cost of the part laid ‘in Canada. During 
construction, the sum-of approximately 16 million dollars will be spent in Alber- 
ta for labor, A-Canadian company will be formed to construct, own and oper- 
ate that part of the system lying in Canada, Canadians ‘will be given an oppor- 
tunity to invest in the Company.It Is estimated that'1 million dollars will be 
paid yearly in Alberta for wages and salaries. In addition approximately 250,000 
dollars will be paid yearly in wages by the companies who supply the gas. The 
Company will pay a minimum of 173 million dollars over the first 26 year per- 
dod for natural gas now in the ground. This is roughly 7 million dollars per 
annom. This will be new money. It will come from the sales outside of the Pro- 
vinee and be paid to the producers of gas, Furthermore, a substantial portion 
of gas will be paid for in United States dollars which will improve Canada’s 
foreign exchange position. The project will be one of Alberta's largest indus- 
tries. It will exceed any other company in capital investment and will rank 
among the first 12 in payrolls and the first 6 in cost of materials, 

Using an average royalty figure of 15 per cent it is estimated that the total 
royalty payments over 4 26 year period will be approximately 26 million dollars 
Of this amount it is estimated that a minimum of 37 per cent, or roughly 10 
million d@iars, will. go to the Province, and the balanee to private owners in 
the Province. In addition, payments for rights-of-way for the pipe line will pro 
bably amount to 500,000 dollars. There will also be a substantial amount in 
taxés to accrue to the Dominion as well as the Provincial Government. 

‘The financial returns from the project will be of tremendous importance in 
-the econoniy of Alberta. The project will bring substantial sums of new money 
into the province, it will provide regular employment and a steady flow of 
monies to the government and others, for royalties, taxes, salaries 
will also gite returns on investments and provide other benefits. It w.ll be aA 
steady stabiliziig force in the economy of Alberia.

It is the intention of the Northwest Natural Gas Company to co-operate as 
closely as possible with present distributing systems in the Province in order 
to serve the best interests of the people of Alberta. The companies distribut- 
ing gas in Alberta will have the opportunity to get supplies from the North- 
west Natural Gas Company which would give them new and enlarged reserves 
without having to make substantial capital expenditures to build pipe lines to 
distant fields. Some of the gathering lines in connection with the pipe line 
could be used to supply local distributing systems in areas whith are pot. now 
being served with gas. } 

Several reasons can be advanced for exporting gas té the United States. 
It -has already, been pointed out that the project will improve Canada’s dollar 
position with the United States..Canada has imported for years, and must con- 
tinue to import from the United States, a large variety of products which we, 
cannot produce ourselves and which are of vital. importance In our economy. 
We must sell if we are to buy. At the present time imports from the: United 
States include very substantial purchases of coal and related fuels as well as 
petroleuin and petroleum products, Until a year ago Canada imported at | 
90 per cent of its: petroleum products from the United States'and in spite of 
Alberta’s production, stfll finds it necessary to import about 80 per cent of its 


| current requirements. It would, therefore, be a reciprocal gesture to sell United 


States a small portion of our natural gas, and by doing so improve our trading 
position. * ; 

The cities of Vancouver and Seattle and others in the Pacific Coast area 
depend, largely on oil for their fuel supplies. Most of the gas distributed in that 
area is made from oll which is transported by tankers, In the event of a war, 
the possibility of which should not be minimized, it would be difficult, if not 
impossible to setvice cities in that area with oil. Industry in-general would suf- 
fer but still more important, the production of war materials, would be jeop- 
ardized. The supply of natural gas would remove this difficulty. It would bé a 
real defence measure. It was recently repofted that the North Atlantic Secur- 
ity Pact might cost Canada 20 million dollars. The pipe line to the Coast would 
be no expense to Canada. It would be a-source of revenue as well ag a measure 
of Gefence, , / - 


SUMS. UP 


Summing up what I have said in my two broadcasts, it will be in the best 
interests of Alberta to export gas for the following reasons:. 

1, The reserves of natural gas are more than sufficient to supply the pre- 
sent and foreseeable requirements of the Province. § . 

2. There is ample surplus for export. . 

3. A new major industry will be brought to the Province, which will attract 
other industries, ’ ‘ 

4. Large sums of money will be brought into the Provines and spent on 
wages, etc. 

5. The revenues of the Province will be increased by royalties and by tax- 
ation. ‘ $. 

6, Natural gas will be made available to many localities within the Prov- 
ince which are not now being served with gas. ‘ 

7. The development of other resources of the Province will be aided. 


8. Alberta can contribute in a larger way to reciprocal trade relations with | 


the United States and in so doing improve Canada's position in American dol- 
lars. 

9. The pipe line would be a defence measure and a necessity in time of war. 

From the information I have given in the course of my radio talks I trust 
the people of Alberta will have a clear understanding of the project of the 
Northwest Natural Gas Company. As I said In my previous broadcast it is a 
subject of major importance. It is only by knowing the facts that the question 
can be ‘solved satisfactorily. —+ADVT.
